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COMMERCE | WITHOUT ‘CONSCIENCE 
FINED. 


‘The first stage of perhaps the most import- 
ant case ever brought by the Federal author- 
ities against. corporation closed on Angust 
8, when Judge Landis of the United States 
District Court at Chicago infloted upon the 
Standard Oil Company the sensational fine of 
$29,240,000 (£5,848,000)... This sum was 


reached by the impositi the “maximum” 
penalty for_eachof 1,462 violations of the 
Elkins anfi-rebate law, of which the, company 


was convicted in its dealings with the Chicago 
and Alton Railway between September, 1903, 
and March, 1905. 

“Even more severe than that of the an. 
noancement of the fine,” says the “Timex 
correspondent, “was the seeond shack which the 
defendants received when Judge Landis pro: 
ceeded to call a special grand jury on Angust 
14 to investigate the same violations of the 
law from the point of view. of a conspiracy 
between the Standard Oil Company, the Chi- 
eago and Alton “Railway, and their officials 
‘This may Isnd several officials in gaol, and 
even if some individuals escape, the position «if 
the railway is said to be hopeless, The same 
evidence which has proved its validity in the 
late case will be used against it, Nor will it, 
tollowing the example of the packinig-houses in 
similar cirocmstances,be able to plead immunity 
on the plea of having been called as a witness 
in the previous cas¢, for a law has since been 
passed excepting from immunity a corporation 
whose members are forced to testify as to 
illegal acts committed in their offigial position. 

“It is not the fine of $29,240,000 impos 
ed by Judge Landis on the Standard (il 
Company of Indians, unprecedented as the 
amount .is in the history of American cri: 
minal jurisprudence, that attracts the gre« 
test attention here; it is the declaration 
of the Judge that he regretted that his 
powers did not permit hin to send. the 
men who had been violating the law ty 
prison, and that such men. by their actions 
‘wound society more deeply than does he 
who counterfeits coin or steals letters from 
the mail.” 

“Tf this fineyis ever paid, which, of course, 
is very donbtful, for the attorneys ot 
the Standard Oil Trust have hardly begun 
to-use the legal weapons at their disposal, 
it will not. be the Rocketellers and their 
associates who willsuffer; the money will 
come out of the pockets of the public. AS 
the New York says, ‘The way 
smash the trust is not proceedings for dis 
solution on the holding company or fines 
against the corporation, which must in the 
end be paid by the pnblic.- The way to 
do it is to indict the Rockefellers and their 
partnery for violation .of the penal code, 
send them before a jnry, and convict and 
seritence them to prison.

The Cotton Season. 
The Egyptian State Railways give notice 
that, to avoid overcrowding of the railway 


goods platforms during the cotton season, and | 


the confusion necessarily resulting therefrom, 
the following regulations will be enforced :— 
1. All consignments must be separared from 
one another by a minimum distance of two feet. 
2, Consignments must be well arranged and 
stacked together. 3. When one lot of consign- 
ments has been received and stacked on one 
platform no more will be allowed to be placed 
on that platform until there is vacant space 
“i.e”, all stacking of subsequent consign- 
ments.on the top of these already existing will 
be prohibited. 4.-A sufficient space must be 
left on each platform as a roadway for carts. 
Should the railways find that these arrange- 
ments are not being carried out, and that 
there is confusion amongst the consignments, 
the gates of the station will be shut, and no 
more consignments will be accepted until 
platforms are empty, and thereafter receipt 


will only be given for the amount of good¢ 
for which wagons are available each day.

APPEAL TO PARLIAMENT. 


Telegraphing on the 17th inst. to- “Al 
Minbar,” Hafez Effendi Awad, proprietor and 
editor of that paper, reports that he has written 
to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
begging that Parliament should grant self- 


government to Egypt and permit the public to |’ 


attend the sittings of the Egyptian parliament, 
He demands that .education should be carried 
on in the Arabic language and should ‘be free, 


and that European officials should gradually. 


be superseded by Egyptians. We can only refer 
our worthy confrére to the ariswers given by 
Sir Edward Grey to the vyarions questions on 
these subjects asked by the members of the 
Parliamentary Egyptian Committée, and which 
may be summarised as . follows :-— Egypt 
will certainly not be grantéd self-govern- 
ment until there is evidence thatthe Egyp- 
tians are capable thereof- and would admi- 
nister the affairs of the country with 
wisdom, justice, and impartiality ; a thorough 
general education through the medium of 
the Arabic language is impossible ; every 
preference will be given to Egyptians in nom- 
inations to such posts as they are capable of 
filling. 


POST OFFICE COLLAPSES.

FIVE PERSONS KILLED. 

On Friday last at 6 p.m. the Post Office of 
Mit Samanoud collapsed and buried under its 
roins the postmaster and his. family of eight, 
five of whom met their deaths—the postmaster, 
his wife, a son and two daughters. 

A circular has been distributed to the Press 
by the Postal Administration to the effect that 
on learning the Samanond Post Office was in a 
bad condition an engineer was sent to inspect 
the buildings. He reported that the condition 
was not dangerous, but required repair (in- 
cluding two walls containing cracks) which the 
owner of the house had started- to repair, 
adding that the walls which are between the 
Postmaster’s house and the neighbouring house 
were in a precarious condition. The adminis- 
tration therefore sent the papers to the 
inspector, ordering him to proceed to Sa- 
manoud and haye the necessary — repairs 
carried out. Unfortunately the inspector did 
not arrive until affer the disaster. 


OBITUARY. 


MR. A. DUGDALE. 


The death took place on the morning of 
August 12th of Mr. Alfred Dugdale, of Man- 
chester. Mr. Dugdale was well known: in 
commercial and ‘political quarters. In his 
earlier years he travelled widely, and fora long 


time resided in Egypt. An ardent politician, | 


he associated himself with all progressive 
‘movements, working in South Manchester with 
the Liberal party, but letting it be known that 
Socialism was his ideal: He was an active 
member of the International Brotherhood. 


We regret to announce the death. of Mr 
Alexander Grafton, A.M.I.C.E., which occurred 
on August 18th at his residence in Bedford. 

Mr. Grafton will be known to the oldest 
inhabitants of Alexandria as being the engin- 
eer in charge of the erection at ‘Alexandria of 
some of the first rolling stock for the Sodan 
Government Railways, supplied about 30 years 
ago by Messrs. Appelby Bros. 

Mr. Grafton had been ailing for some time 
but passed away quite snddenly. 

He was brother of W.R. Grafton Bey, and 
father of Mr. A. Grafton, of the Ports and 
Lighthouses Administration. We beg to offer 
our sincere condolences to the relations of the 
deceased in theii great bereavement. 


FIRE IN CATRO- 


A fire broke out’ in the premises of the’ 


Ariston Aerated Water Company situated 
opposite the Tramway Company’s terminus 
at Boulac, at seven o'clock on Friday morn- 
ing, and the flames obtained almost com- 
plete mastery before thé brigade arrived on 
the scene, owing the call being’ received late. 
In spite of all obstacles, however, the bri- 
gade obtained the mastery of the flames in 
a comparatively short. space of time, but 
the premises were completely gutted. Great 
credit is due to the firemen for the man- 
ner in which the area of the conflagration 
was restricted, especially in view of the fact 
of the inflammable nature of the surround- 
ing buildings and their contents, consisting 
in many cases of forage: the contents .of 
the burnt building, or shed, consisted of 
chemicals of a dangerous nature and every- 
thing contribued to promote a good blaze. 
We learn that the building and stock were co- 
vered by insurance but that the damage 
amounts to some two or three thousand 
pounds, The owners, the Ariston Aerated 
Water Company have already made arran- 
gements for their clients to receive their 
supplies in the usual manner and the Com- 
pany ,will probably install a new factory in 
the forth of Cairo where it is believed the 
water is more suitable for the manufacture 
of mineral waters.

The King has been pleased to approve 


of the appointment of General Sir J. D. P. 
French, G.C.V.0,, K.C.B., K.C:M.G., General 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief the Aldershot 


Command, to succeed Field-Marshal his Royal 


Highness the Duke. of Connaught and Stra- 
thearn, K.G., K.T., K,P., G.C.B, G.C.8.L, 
G.C.M.G. G.C.LE, G.C.V.0., as Inspector- 
General of the Forces, and of the appoint- 
ment of Lieutenant-General H.L. Smith- 
Dorrien, C.B., D.S.0., Commander of the 4th 
(Quetta), Division of the Army in India, 
to sneceed General Sir John French as Gen- 
eral Officer Commanding-in-Chief the Alder- 
shot Command. 

The date from which these appointments 
will ‘take effect will be ‘subsequently an- 
nounced. - 


Sir John French, who was born on September 
28; 1852, was the only son of Captain John 
Tracy French, R.N., of Ripple Vale, Kent, and 
Margaret, daughter of Mr. William Eccles. He 
joined her Majesty’s ship “Britannia” in 1866, 
and served as a naval cadet and midshipman 
in the Royal Navy for four years. Sir John 
French entered the Army. (8th Hussars) in 
1874. He was transferred to the 19th Hussars, 
in which regiment he served in the Sudan 
campaign of 1884 and in the actions of Abu 
Klea, Gubut, and Metemmeh. He commanded 
the 19th Hussars from 1889 to 1893, and in 
1897 was appointed brigadier to command the 
2nd Cavalry Brigade.In the South African war 


of 1899 Sir John French was in command of 


the cavalry division in all the actions in Natal 
under Sir Redvers Buller, and in Cape Colony, 
the Orange Free State, and the Transvaal 
under Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener. He 
was appointed General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief Aldershot Command in 1901. 


G.C.V.0. in 1905, Sir John French married, in 
1886, Anna Eleanora, daughter of Mr. Richard 
William Selby-Lowndes, of Elmers, Bletchley. 

Lieutenant-General Horace Lockwood Smith- 
Dorrien, C.B., D.S 0., who is in his 50th year, 
was educated at Harrow and begame a lieuten- 
ant in the Sherwood Foresters (Derbyshire 
Regiment) in 1876, rising to be major-general 
in 1900 and lieutenant-general in 1906. Hefirst 
saw active service in the Zulu war of 1879. In 
the Egyptian expedition of 1882 he raised and 
commanded a corps of mounted infantry ; and 
he served in the Sudan operations of 1885-6. 
On the Indian frontier in 1897-8 he took part 
in the Tirah expedition, and was promoted 
brevet lieutenant-colonel: His brexet coloneley 
came a few months later-as a result of the Nile 
expedition. In the South African war he was 
at first on the staff and afterwards commanded 
the lines of communication, Kroonstadt to 
Pretoria, obtaining the medaland five clasps. 
He was D.A.A.G., Bengal, 1893-4; A.A.G., 
Panjab, 1894-6 ; and D.A.A.G.. of brigade in 
the Chitral Relief Force, 1895. He was adjut 
ant-general’ in India from 1901 to May, 1903, 
and since then: he has commanded the 4th 
(Quetta) Division of the Army in India. He 
marriedin 1902 a daughter of Colonel Schneider, 
of Oak Lea, Furness Abbey.
